They, by their own act, have 
vacated them, and do they believe that 
the proprietor is going to lot tluiin renuiiii 
Yacant aud allow his jiroperty to remain 
niiwofkcd beeause they differ with each 
other as to terms 

All reasoning men will see that the 
miners have lowered iheniaclves in the 
eyes of their fellow labouring men, and 
have placed the dignitj- of labor on .i very 
low pedestal indeed, by such whining ap- 
peals to the general I'uhlii.-. In fact, it is 
very doubtlii! whethi'r ilicy cm call ibeiii 
selves working men or nol, as wlini last 
employed \hoy aiuo were eni|iloyeis of 
labor, and Chinese at that.

Considering that alnnil thirty thousand 
I'l l iiiiiials and accused persons, iiidepend 
ently of [loor debtors, pass aniuially 
through the prisons and gaols of the .Met- 
ropolis, it ia remarkable that ao few man- 
age to escape. Though remarkable, the 
fact is neither wonderful nor astoiiialiiiii;, 
wlion we retlect. what precautions are 
taken to keep these dangerous creatures 
in safe custody. The extraordinary ad- 
venture (d the man Uourke, who got clean 
away from the new Wormwood Scrubs 
Convict Establishment during the heavy 
gale on Saturday night, proves, however, 
that it is still possible to repeat thu feats 
of the notorious Jack Shejipard. Tho ac- 
count of l-lunrke's eacapos reads like a 
chapter from Kiiapp ami Haldwin's 
"Nowgato Calendar." liourko, a Iwioe- 
convicted burglar, was coiilined under a 
sentence of twelve years' penal servitude, 
of which lie had completed eighteen 
moiitha. By re.a.son of his good conduct 
he had received several reniission marks, 
and was for the iiio.it part einpli.iyed in 
out (d'-dooi labor, aud so fnuiui an oppor 
lunily of possessing himself of three 
small piecea of liooii-iron, armed with 
which primitive iniplcinenta hu bided his 
time. Tho now convict establishment at 
WormwoiKl Scrubs would appear to bo 
iiaod as an adjunct to .Millbank and I'eii 
toiiville.iii the same manner as the "New 
Prison," erected at the close of the last 
century on the plot of greii iid south of tho 
old Clerkonwell Bridewell, was intended 
"aa an ease" for Newgate. It was tt> the 
Xew Prison that Jack Sheppard and 
Kilgewnrtli Hess, wjin passed as his wife, 
were reinoveil from St. .Anns llountl 
H ouse , after atteiiipliiig to rob a gentle 
man of his watch in Leicester- fields, and 
whence - filing otf his fettera and making 
a hide in the wall, tying his blanket and 
sheet together, fastening them to a bar of 
the coll window — lie and his paramour de- 
scended a distance uf tweiitj' live feet into 
the pn.Miii yard. "Having reached the 
yard, say the cliroiiielers, "they had 
still a wall of twenty Iwi) feet high to 
.scale; but, elliubing up by the locks and 
bidts of the grate gate, they got tpiito out 
of the prison and uti'ectod a perfect escape. 
I Rourke's feat is a further inslance of how 
j lii.story is able to repeat itself. Lodgtid in 
I one uf the iipjier atoreys of the buiidiiio, 
' this modern .Jack Sheppard took advan- 
I tage of the iioi.se created by tho storm last 
Saturday to make a hole in the wall of his

t;liirty feet to the ground, exactly as Sliej)- 
I [lard did a hundretl and si.My years ago.

The Amorlcan Schooner San Diofro 
Arrives at ■71ctorla after a Sis 
Idonths Cruiso. 

Capt. Carthcut, of the schooner Sail 
Diego which camo into Victoria yester- 
day, reports that they suiled from San 
Fi-ancisco on 29th March last for the 
liehring Sea on a whaling cruise. There 
were on board 1j handa all told consisting 
of Captain Carthcut, Mr. AlcLean, the 
mato, the steward, three luiiitera, and 
crew. Neah bay waa left early in .-Vpril, 
and from that time until touching at 
Prince of Wales' island on Oct. 3d, the 
crow saw no white men other than them- 
solves. Taken altogether the season may 
be said to have been atoriiiy and general- 
ly uiipropitioua. No ves.sola of any 
description wore sighted, and walrus and 
i whalea were very scarce. t 'n their way 
i north, in the middle of June, when near 
.St. Matthew and hlall islands, luns. 180 
dog.

|)a.t3ed tluMugh ii large number of Ice 
Hues which crashed and gruuiid against 
each other in a maniior that would have 
been consiilored grand had it not threat- 
ened the safety of those wlm beheld it.

ELECTRIC CARS. 

I SUCCESS OF THE NEW MOTIVE CARS IN 
THE FRENCH CAPITAL. 

. An electric tramcar trip was success- 
I fully accomplished recently in Paris by 
! the Frejich Electrical Power Storage 
j Company. .-Vt three o'clock tho vehicle, 
an ordinary three horse liaiiicar, left the 
I Palace de la Nation in the f'lr oast, and 
' after traversing lin; capital thoroughfares, 
I reached the starting point soon after six 
o'clock. .-V distance of thirty English 
' miles was thus made in about three hours. 
Tho mute wonderment with which the 
soundless progress of the apparently aiii- 
I mated ear thruuLdi the crowiled streets 
was witiiisscd by the public iiiaij; be iin- 
I agiiicd. There was imt tho slightest ac- 
j cident. Not a single horse shied through- 
' out the entire route. Whenever there 
I was an impediment tho driver, aRsisUnl 
' by M. I'hilliiiart, the manager of the 
j ciiinpaiiy, who was ever on the alert, had 
no diflicnlty in brmguig the vehicle to a 
'standstill al a moment's notice. The 
I case with which the car was turned off 
I .lue set of tram lines and got to another 
\ acro.ss several yarda of uiimetallcd ground 
' iraa likewise admirable. 

The locomotion is effected by means of 
Faure accumulators weighing aome lifty 
hundredweights, which arc tixed under 
the tramway seals and connected with a 
Simena' machine, which makes 1,'20U re- 
volutions a iiiiniitc, sets in niovomeiit by 
means of u |>ulh'y, an axle, to which are 
connected the chains which give imptilae 
to the wheels. These wheels revolve (10 
times to twelve thousand i ev . .1 ii I ii ms of 
llle machine. The speed of t he (deol rle 
traineir is nine aii.l a third mdes an li.iur 
on level gi-.iiiiiil, and tue and a half miles 
oil anaseeiit. Tho present Irani Inie.i are 
not Well adapted for the new locomotion. 
iJii the newer lines the uiovement was 
Hockley | sulliciently smooth, but on those that 
have been laid for a. .me time there was a 
marked dill'erence, and the nctiial work 
ing forci' was considerably lower than the 
indicated horse p.iwer. The evperinieiit, 
however, says llie corri-.>p. indent id the 
London Standard — the first over made 
over a long distance — fully proves the 
practicability of electric traincars, and it 
may safi.dy be predicted that before long 
lliey will take pussession of the train 
routes of the French capital. Tho esti- 
mated cost is one half that of horau 
trams.
